Sentence on Private James Boyle, 
of the 2nd Batt. the King's Qwa 
Scottish ‘Borderers, has been defer- 
red until Friday afternoon. 

He pleaded “guilty” at the Febru- 
ary Criminal Seasions this morning, 
before his Honour the Puisne Judge 
(Mr. Justice Wood) to unlawfully 

and maliciously wounding Sxt. Kerr, 
of the same battalion, with intent to 
maim or disable. and do grievously 
bodily harm. 

Mr. Somerset Mitzroy (Assistant 
Attorney-General) appeared for the 
Grown, Det.-Inspector L: P. Lane 
wha in charge of ‘the case. 

Mr, H, G. Sheldon (instructed by 
Mr, G. S. Hugh-Jones) appeared for

_ Most Extraordinary 
On the Clork reading out the in- 
dictment (under: Section 17 of 
Ordinance 2 of 1865) Boyle, who 
was dressed in uniform, replied: 
“Guilty,” u 

‘ His counsel, in reply to his Lord- 
ship, stated that Boyle fully under- 
stood the signifiennce of- the plea. 

Mr. Fitzroy -then addressed the 
Court. He said thnt the charge was: 
very serious, The circumstances 
were most extraordinary, 

Boyle and Sgt. Kerr were on a 
draft on 1 troopship, coming rout’ to 
Hong Kong. About-1 a.m. on the 
morning of Qotober 19-20, when the 
ship ‘was ‘between Aden and 
Colombo, Boyle was seen by one of 
the sentries to’ be crawling under a 
mess table and round a hatchway. 
There was a scuffle and Boyle was 
pulled off Sgt. Kerr. A knife 
(produced) had gone through Kerr's 
ribs and had just touched a lung. 

5 » The Knife 

The knife was picked up directly 
afterwards and there was fresh 
blood on ft. It belonged to the 

mess to which Boyle belonged and 

had been missed at 4,80 p.m, on Oct. 
19. 
‘ When Mr. Fitzroy suggested that 
the knife had been In Boyle’s pos- 
sesgion- since that time, Mr. Sheldon 
intervened. He said that Mf. 
Fitzroy's, point had been, made 
rather to his surprise. Mr, Fitzroy 
had referred to the evidence of Pte. 
Saxeby (a3 recorded in the deposi- 
tions). If, sald, Mr. Sheldon, at 
was the Crown's intention that his 
Lordship should draw the inference 
that Boyle had the knife on his 
possession (until the time of the 
crime), he (Mr. Sheldon) would 
submit that there was not one jot of, 
evidence in support. .

s pay the $100 reward immediately 4° 


and, consequently, arranged to 
transfer the guardianship of the [Ten 
girl to thelr friend‘ until they could 
raigs the money by arranging an- 
other marriage for. their daughter. 

The matter came to the notice of 
the Secretariat for Chinese Affairs, 
who imm:diately stepped ‘in and de- 
manded the -praduction’ of the girl, 
together withthe necessary docu- 
ments of guardianship. . This the 
man in whose custody the girl was 
given failed to product, and pro- 
ceedings were ‘Instituted.-: 

Legal Delegation 

Mr. Hin-shing Lo was instructed

‘A FOREIGN LADY'S STRANGE. 
ae DEATH’ 
INQUEST IN U.3. COURT 


Before Mr.’ Alexander Kerisel, 
Commissioner, in the U.S. Court for 
China, Shanghai, on Feb. 18, an in- 
quest was held into the death of Mra. 
Florence’ Schmidt, wife of Sven 
Schmldt of the Majestic Hotel Or- 
cheatra, who was found dead in 
bed on the previous Saturday .morn- 
ing in her rooms at 15 Kungping- 
road by the houseboy. 

The first witness waa Det.-Insp. 
Knight who testified that he had 
been sent on the cage ‘by the police 
and on arrival found the deceased 
lying.on her bed, apparently dead, 
and with Dr, Bryson attempting 
what measures he could to rovive 
Nfe, He stated that in an adjoin- 
ing bathroom he had found ‘two 
open bottles, one marked veronal 
and the other containing some red 
fluld the name of which he did 
not know. He also found.a box of 
blearbonate of soda, and a glass 
standing near by containing & mix- 
ture of aoda‘and water. Immediate- 
ly on arrival he sent in a call for 
an additional doctor and when both 
attending physicians had pronounc- 
ed life extinct, he had ordered the 
body to.be taken to the public 
mortuary. 

The-Houseboy's Evidence 

Teung Ah-du, the houseboy, gave 
evidence that the deceased’ had 
come in about midnight the previous 


[minutes and. departed. _ 


‘morning at about 10.30 the tele- 
phone had rung with a request by 
a masculine voice to speak to Mrs. 
Witness called ‘her, but 
receiving nod ‘answer entered the 
room and found the deceased lying 
fece downward on the bed, and .on 
failing: to rouge her by repented 
shakings he told the inquirer at 
the telephone shat she was very 
sick. 

About an hour later he said the

got in touch with a doctor and had 
instructed the boy to call in the 


police, He identified the marine 


‘las Pte. John L. Brooks, U.S.M.C., 


who was present at the inquest and 
who gave evidence. 
Evening in a Cabaret 

Pte. Brooks gave evidence that 
he had known Mrs. Schmidt for 
several months and had been.in the’ 
habit of taking her to local places 
of-amusement, On the night pre- 
ceding her death he had called for 
her early in the evening and after 
dinner at her quarters had taken 
her to a local cabaret where thoy 
sat about until just. before mid- 
night, when he had taken ber home. 
He had stopped there for one drink 
of brandy, and did not recall any 
conversation, by the. deceased that 
would lead him to believe she con- 
templated suicide. “He had left the 
house about 12.15 and the next 
morning had called ‘her on the 
"phone to say good-morning. When 


“| the boy told him of the unsuccese- 


ful attempts to awaken her he had 
become suspicious and had called 
at the house with the. result that 
he had found her ‘dead body. At 
the cabaret they had taken only 
three bottles of beer between them 
for the entire. evening and.on the 
return to her hduse they had a very 
small brandy apiece. It was his 


_ {belief that she had died from an 


overdose of sleeping tablets. 

The husband of the deceased gave 
evidence to the effect that though 
he and his wife had been separated 
for several months therz was a 
strong king still existing between 
them and he was sure that had she 
proposed to take her life, she. would 
have informed him of it. He re- 
lated that on several instances he 
had found her’In the possession of 
a strong sleeping tablet to which 
she had become accustomed and on 
one instance on finding her in ah 
obviously dizzy condition had. hid- 
Pi them and not returned them to

and he had: not: eeen:her ‘prior to’ 
her death’ for some considerable. 
time. He stated that.‘he was 
satisfied’ that. she ‘had died of an
